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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 5 raises a new issue that requires further consideration and search since the 
newly added limitations were considered before in conjunction with claim 5. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Kaneko discloses the new limitations added to 
claim 1 for the same reason(s) to reject claim 2 of the last office action provided by Examiner. As indicated before, Kaneko discloses in 
case a virtual container becomes affected by a failure in at least one direction, disabling the failure-affected virtual container (VC-X#31r) in 
the opposite direction and assigning the entire transport of each of the further single data packets (A, B, C ...) to corresponding single 
virtual containers (VC-X#1, VC#X-2, ... ) of the remaining unfailed virtual containers (see lines 58-63 of col. 2 and lines 8-12 of abstract). 
On page 5 of the applicant's arguments and remarks, Applicant argues, "the passages of Kaneko cited by the Examiner merely state that a 
regular channel and a spare channel are provided, the spare channel becoming operative when the regular channel is failed. In other 
words, according to Kaneko, when the regular channel is failed, all the traffic which should be transported by the failed regular channel is 
instead switched to the spare channel." Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant arguments since Kaneko clearly discloses in normal 
conditions, data signal is transmitted by making use of not only the regular channel but also the spare channel (see lines 2-12 of abstract). 
As indicated in col. 5 lines 32-47 of Kaneko, the regular channels are more than one channel and spare channels are less than (or equal to) 
the regular channels, and it does not mean if one of the regular channel fails all of the transmissions from other channels will be switched to 
the spare channel(s). 
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
